WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—Tax 
rates on tluxuries, semi-luxuries, 
amusement and admissions and 


club dues, were agréed upon today 
by the Senate and House conferees 
on the War Reventve Bi). Practic- 
all of the rates on 
luxuties and semi-luxuries ac- 
cepted by the House conferees, 
Chairman Simmons of the Senate 
managers said. 

Rates tn the House bill of amuse- 
ment admissions in excess of 30 
Gents Were adopted by the con- 
ferees, the Senate manacefs accept- 
ing the bigher howse rate, but reach- 
in@ a& compromise for rerention of 
the Senate rate on admissions of 
30 centea of Under the agree- 
ment the amusement admission 
tax will be 1 cent on each ten paid 

{6 30 cents end 2 cents on each 
dime paid in etcess of 20 cents. 
THEATER TAXED. 

House rate of 2 cents on 
each 10 cents paid for admissions 
to roof gardens, cabarets, and 
similar establishments was adopted, 
as has the House rate of 25 per cent. 
instead of the Senate rate of 10 per 
cent. on theater boxés. 

It is estimated that about $75.- 
000,009 ih reventie will be secured 
annually from amusement admis- 
sions under the conference agree- 
ment. 

The House rate of 20 per cent. 
on club dues, double the tax under 
existing law and estimated to raise 
about $9,000,000 also was adopted 
by the conferees.

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I have never, in my  Iife, en- 
countered anything which interested 
me quite as greatly as does the Lib- 
ery engine.

PAPERS GONE: 
PRISONER, ALSO. 


Fresh Mystery Develops at 
the County Jail, 


Committment, Release Order 
and Bail All Missing. 


Grand Jury Urged to Make an 
Investigation. ‘ 


A new mystery developed yester- 
day at the inyestigation of the dis- 
appearance of $1000 cash bail, said 
to have been deposited for the re- 
lease from the County Jail of Kyle 
Schamel, when it became known 
that all documents relating Ao thé 
case have also mysteriously van- 
ished from the jail. Schamel wes 
charged with the commission of im- 


proper acts. 

During an investigation yesterday 
by Sheriff Cline and Jaller George 
Gallagher, it was learned that a sup- 
posed court order for the release of 
the prisoner, the original committ- 
ment of Schamel and the jail record 
of the prisoner's description could 
not be found. According to the rec- 
orda of Department No. 17 of the 
Superior Court, no release was ever 
given. 

All papers relating to the case 
were placed in an open pigeonhole, 
jResereene to Jailer Gallagher, and 
were easily accessible to persons in 
and visitors at the jail. 

An examination of the records of 
Department No. 17 by Judge Willis 
showed that at the time Schamel 6b- 
tained his release, Judge Willis was 
away on his vacation, and Judge Mc- 
Cormick was sitting in the depart- 
ment. Records of Clerk Paulsue of 
Judge McCormick's court show that 
no court action was taken regarding 
the Schame!l case between July 26 and 
22, when the man mysteriously left 
the County Jail. On July 20, e@c- 
cording to the records, Judge Me- 
Cormick dented a writ of habeas 
corpus, aBked for by Attorney Guy 
Eddie, representing Schamel. 

“Schamel'’s first attorney died,” 
said Jailer Gallagher; “then Guy 
Eddie came into the case. Failing 
to have the bond reduced from 
$1000 to $500, Schame!l produced 
$800 he had and obtained $200 
from a woman in Pasadena. 

“At 4 pm. on July 22. Mr. Ba- 
die gave us a court releos« order. 
Schamel was sent for and left the 
jail. The release was put in with 
other papers relating to the case, but 
they have all disappeared. The ball 
money Wag not put up in the jail, 
but in the court, according to Mr. 
Eddie.” 

The minutes of the court. when 
@amined by Judge Willis, failed to 
show that the court ever gave a 
release order for Schamel.~ The 
only record ® the jail. is on the 
register of prisoners, showing when 
they come and when released. I'n- 
der date of July 22, among the re- 
leases, the following record appears: 
"11836, Schamel, K., crime against 
children, held 4 p.mt., carh bail, 
$1000.” 

Sheriff Cline sald yesterday that 
he wished the grand jury to make 
an immediate investigation to get to 
the bottom of the case. 

“If anyone is to blame, he should 
be punished,” said the Sheriff; “and 
if not, the affafr should he sifted 
out and the facts known. I do not 
believe anyone in the iaill is to 
biame. The papers are kept in an 
open file and could easily be taken.”

Business Men’s Body Also 
. Against Flu Masks. 
ae 
City will Add to Force of 
Quarantine Inspectors. 
Returned Soldiers to Have 
First Call on Jobs. 


; 


Mayor Woodman, Health Com- 
missioner Powers and members of 
the Business Men's Advisory Com- 
mittee held a conference in thé May- 
or’s office yesterday afternoon, and, 
after a general discussion of the 
influenza situation, a resolution was 
adopted to the effect that “every 
practical method which is thought 
effective in control of the epidemic 
is being used in Los Angeles, and 
as soon as the investigation of the 
committee convinces it thd@t other 
measures are effective, these shall 
be recommended.” 

It was determined that the Health 
Commissioner should be empowered 
to employ dn additional force of 
quarantine inspectors, so as to give 
one inspeetor for every ten houses 
in quarantine. This will require the 
employment of about 400 men, and 
it is proposed to use returned sol- 
diers for this purpese wherever pos- 
sible, 

A resolution was adopted recom- 
mending. an ordinance , that will 
make it “obligatory upon physicians 
to placard a home as soon a8 @ Case 
of influenza or pneumonia is dis- 
covered, and then report the same 
to the health department. 

Healt Commissioner Powers 
called attention to the recent in- 
crease in the number of cases of in, 
fuenza and deaths, and to.the ection 
of the Physicians’ Advisory Com- 
mittee, urging more stringent regu- 
lations if the number of cases do 
not more rapidly diminish. This 
brought about discussion to the 
advisability of a general closing down 
of activities throughout the city, but 
there was an almost unanimous sen- 
timent egainst elther enforcing the 
use of masks or a closing order “tn- 
less it ig demonstrated that elther 
or both of these measures would 
eliminate the disease permanently.” 

There were 747 cases of influenza 
reported yesterday and thirty deaths 
from this disease, compared with 
749 cases and thirty deaths Monday. 

A complaint wes issued yesterday 
against Dr. C. A. Fisher, No. 612 
Pacific Electric Building, on infor- 
mation gathered by Investigators 
Whyte and Ward of the health de- 
partment, charging failure to re- 
port seven cases of influenza. It is 
probable that complaints will be 
fled against other physicians. 


FOR RECLAIMING LAND, 


Harbor will be Opened by 
Commission Today. 


The Harbor Commission will 
open bids today for furnishing rock 
for the dike to extend easterly from 
Fish Harbor, as the first unit of a 
project for reclaiming a large 
amount of land now covered with 
ealt water.
